Corngedor  and  Its  supporting  forts  covering 
the  entrance  to  Manila  Bay  have  fallen  to  the 
enemy,  who  now  may  be  said  to  be  In  possession 
of  the  Philippines  for  there  Is  only  sporadic 
fighting  In  last-dicch  stands  lo  be  overcome 
Surrender  of  the  last  strongholds  only  came  about 
when  food  and  munitions  were  exhausted.  The 
tiny  garrisons  had  fosight  magnificently  as  loug 
as  fighting  was  possible,  fought  indeed  to  the 
point  of  exhaustion.  Corngedor  was  only  four 
miles  from  the  mainland  so  that  when  Its  de- 
fences had  been  reduced  by  continuous  bombard- 
ment from  land  and  air  It  was  no  difficult  matter 
for  the  Japanese  to  effect  a landing  in  force 
at  nighUime.  The  Manila  Bay  forts  have  held 
out  for  over  four  months.  Their  defenders  have 
wttUaa  a new  fhwptj»r  loto  tint  story  of  stubborn- 
ness of  American  fighters.  During  the  concluding 
weeks  of  their  struggle  it  was  imposAible  to  send 
them  aid  since  Jspan  held  control  of  the  both
